The business office sent 
two men to sorority hall to carry 
out the order. 

Identity Unknown

ture have not been established. 
According to the woman's activi- 
ties- office, the men Were Univer- 
sity medical students who chased 
. and caught the cat. In the ensuing

Mrs." Dun S^aks 
On Hungarian Trip 


• MRS ANGUS G. DUN, wife of the Episcopal Hsbop ct 
Washington, spoke on her recent trip to Hungary at a meet- 
ing of the CanterbOtry club March 4. 

Although Mrs. Dun’s subject was "Reflections on the 
Hungarian Situation,” her remarks centered not on the Octo- 
ber Revolution, but on a Hun- 
gary on the verge of revolt 
last August. 

Mrs. Dun was one of a group 
of members at the World Coun- 
cil of Churches who, In accord- 
ance with, the “peaceful coexist- 
ence" policy of the Kremlin, were 
the first large body westerners 
to visit Hungary since the Rus- 
sians subjugated it a dMde aga 

There was only one train Into 
Hungary then (there ' are none 
now), and the 200 menibers of 
the woe group packed themselves 
Into buses, looking "almost like a 
circus parade," Mrs. Dun said. 

The group sto^ out "like a Polar 
Bear far the tropics," the con- 
tinued. At every bainlet through 
Which they passed, the people 
came out to stare. "We were an 
unlmown people.” 

The Impoverishal pQiletarlst of 
the People’s Rapublie gave ridily 
of what they had to ease the a^ 
ready comparatively luxurious lot 
of the travellers, Mrs. bun saM. 

She noted that the only sign of 
wealth one whole provlhoe could 
show was IT enamel wash pans 
for the use of the visitors. 

Despite the "liberallzatian” pro- 
gram then in vogue, the' Iron con- 
trol of the Oommuidst state was 
relentless u ever. If better dia- 
guised, Mrs. Dun continued. The 
church officials, under constant 
scrutiny, began to "feel isolated* 
when they arrived In Budapest

nista could not oonoeal averytbing. 
Mrs. Dun noted the occasion when 
a Hungarian dergyman, noticing 
the tree diSCUttlon hnd the coi^ 
versationsl give-and-take among 
the Westerners, broke down ana 
wept. "You come out from the 
Iron Curtain with ydur memory 
full of faces," Mrs. Dun said 
quietly. ” 

The government sponsored 
quick guided tours of Budapest, 
avoiding all contact between the 
visitors and the Hungarians. Mrs. 
Dun was amazed to see that the 
scars of the Russian siege of IMS 
had not been erased. "All of Buda- 
pest looked as If it were suffer- 
ing from tmaUpax,’’ she said, re- 
ferring to the numerous bomb 
holes. 

The people of Hungary, Uvlng in 
indescribable poverty and under 
Unspeakable ot^resslon, were mag- 
nllleent. They were “without self- 
they had "strength, anity 
and determination," Mrs. Dun 
said. 

She recalled the statement of 
one Hungarian cleric in thank- 
ing her for a small favor: "We 
didn’t know there was so much 
goodness out there." In answer 
to the expressed fears of some 
Congressmen that the Hungarian 
refugse constitutes a menace to 
the U. S., Mrs. Dun expressed a 
hope that the gallant and lonely 
Hungarian peoide will find “that 
goodness" out here.

e OUR EDITORIAL is not concerned with activities, cheating, 
or atiKient apathy, but with a cat, one big gray cat which 
lived around Sorority hall. 

Last Wedneaday,-an order was given to "take care of the 
cat,” based on a complaint' that the cat caused unsanitary 
conditions around Sorority hall. Rather than calling the pound 
to take the animal away in a humane manner, however, two 
maintenance men came and sadistically tortured the animal 
before ranoving it 

According to eyewitnesses, the two men tried to lift the 
cat away, and the animal naturally rebelled. One of the men 
then squeezed the cat on the ledge of Sorority hall for at least 
three minutes until a great deal of the cat's internal organs 
spewed over the entrance of Sorority halL Meanwhile the 
other man noosed a rope around the animal’s throat and 
dangled it in the air for a minute while the two men laughed.

a TO THE EDITORS: 

“We protest vigorously the In- 
human and senselesa brutality 
used by two University mainte- 
nance men last Wednesday when 
on order of the business office to 
“take care of the cat” which lived 
near sorority h^ they callous- 
ly seized, strangled and removed 
the animal, leaving Its remains 
strewn on the steps of sorority 
hall. The animal was a pet of 
members of all the sororities but 
our protest is not baaed on the 
complaint calling the cat an un- 
sanitary nuisance. We rather con- 
demn the approach used by the 
maintenance men. 

At- about-43:lS Wednesday, the 
two men approached the front of 
sorority h^ with a stick with 
two rope loops, presumably to 
noose the animal with. One of the 
men squashed the cat down with 
his hand while the other pro- 
ceeded to slip the rope around the 
neck of the i»t and then stran- 
gled the animal to that aome of 
Its entraUs completely covered 
the steps and entrance to sorority 
hall. Within several minutes of 
the Incident the maintenance 
branch of the business office was 
notified and an imrosdiate cleanup 
of the mess igas promised. Hall 
an hour later, when the mainte- 
nance was called again, the per- 
son who answered said that “the 
maintenance men are out to 
lunch, but will be over after 
lunch.” More than an hour went 
by before the men came over. 

Such inhuman action to an in- 
nocent and defenaeleaa animal is 
certainly no credit to the intel- 
ligence of persons In the admin- 
istrative employ of the University 
and, in fact, their act is a mis- 
demeanor punishable jmder the 
laws of ths District. 

The execution of the order to 
"taka care of the cat" certainly 
was handled in a brutal way and

‘This 
is not your first editorial concern- 
ing student apathy and as in the 
past you merely crltidae without 
attempting to indicate where the 
fault lies. Let's face K- 7 -II criti- 
cism isn’t constructive. It's not 
worth the valuable editorial space. 

First of all your artide was in 
reality not aimed at the student 
body as a whole, but rather at a 
small cordon of active fraternity 
and sorority people. From with- 
in this small group of no more 
than a few hundred come virtu- 
ally all of the petitions lor the 
various co-chairmanships. Possi- 
bly the reason that very few 
these “old faithfuls" petitioned 
for the Student Liaison and Cam- 
pus Combo committees Is that 
they are both relatively unknown 
and unglamorous organizations. 
Serving on such oommittass does 
not have the obvious advantages 
to be gained from more publicized 
organizations like Hcsnecoming or 
Winter Weekend. This could be at 
least partially corrected jhrough 
better coverage for the leaser 
known, but highly important stu- 
dent groups. 

Even If these functions arc 


more highly publicized we are still 
faced with the original problem 
of a very small^ group from which 
to chooac. This could be partially 
corrected If the fraternity and 
sorority leaders “pushed" their 
.capable members into more activ- 
ities. Perhaps a fraternity and 
sorority point competition for ac- 
tivities svould be an interesting 
experiment. But the situation 
would be immediately corrected 
if these tame student leaders 
could look beyond their respec- 
tive chapters and at least make 
an attend to draw the thousands 
of independents into positions of 
student leadership. The potential 
is definitely within this group as 
evidenced by the exceptional or^ 
ganization of such predominately 
non-greek organizations as the 
I.R.C. and the Current Events 
Club. 

Lastly it should be poiated out 
that though the Student Council 
is predominately greek the mem- 
ben are such that they would un- 
doubtedly look favorably upon 
petitions of ix»-greek orig fai i f 
they could only get them.
